A  Century

omecoming  festivities 
continued  with  flair  on 
Saturday.  September  25.  That 
morning,  at  8:30  a.m.,  the  Friends  of  the 
Library  held  an  all-alumni  breakfast.  At 
10  a.m.,  the  homecoming  parade 
commenced  at  Wilmington  Area  High 
School  and  reached  Ferguson  Hall. 
Members  of  the  court  graced  the  streets 
of  New  Wilmington  in  convertibles  and 
were  followed  by  the  Greek  floats. 

In  accordance  with  the  theme  of 
Homecoming,  the  floats  were  decorated 
after  the  "Decades'"  of  the  20th  century. 
Phi  Mu"s  float,  based  on  a  theme  of  love 
and  war  in  the  1960s  and  decorated  with 
60s  protestors,  a  military  tank,  and  U.S. 
Army  women,  received  first  place  in  the 
competition.  Second  place  went  to 
Sigma  Kappa,  while  third  place  was 
awarded  to  Zeta  Tau  Alpha.  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  took  fourth  place  and  Alpha 
Gamma  Delta  received  fifth  place.  Also 
included  in  the  parade  were  the 
Westminster  Titan  Marching  Band  and 
the  Wilmington  Area  High  School  Band. 

Immediately  after  the  conclusion 
of  the  parade,  the  Class  of  1949  dedicated 
a  memorial  in  the  Quad  to  honor  all  those 
from  Westminster  who  have  served  in 


the  armed  forces.  Following,  an  alumni 
picnic  was  also  held  at  the  softball  field. 

The  Titan  football  team  made  a 
valiant  effort  against  the  Hillsdale 
Chargers  from  Michigan,  but  the  latter 
team  prevailed  with  a  score  of  30- 1 7.  The 
Westminster  Titan  Marching  Band 
provided  musical  entertainment  on  the 
field  and  in  the  stands. 

During  the  pregame  festivities, 
Stephany  Apollon,  senior  vice-president 
of  Panhellenic  Council,  announced  the 
biographies  of  the  homecoming 
candidates.  At  the  halftime  presentation 
of  the  Homecoming  Court,  the  candidates 
for  Queen  wore  flower  crowns,  instead 
of  the  traditional  sashes,  and  the  King 
received  a  crown,  instead  of  the 
customary  scepter.  JeffKovacs  of  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  and  Brianne  Caldwell  of 
Zeta  Tau  Alpha  were  chosen  as  the 
Homecoming  King  and  Queen. 

Several  celebrations  and  dinners 
cappedoff  Homecoming  Weekend  1999. 
This  year's  homecoming  celebration 
reminded  students,  faculty,  and  alumni 
of  how  far  Westminster  has  come  over 
the  past  few  centuries  and  how  it  will 
continue  to  grow  in  the  next  millennium.

Sixty  people,  including  staff  and 
students,  attended  the  1999 
Annual  Fall  Retreat  sponsored 
by  the  Chapel  Office,  which  took  place 
on  Friday,  October  1  through  Sunday, 
October  3.  Participants  only  had  to  pay 
$25  because  the  Chapel  Office  and 
Student  Government  mostly  funded  the 
trip.  The  retreat  took  place  at  Spruce 
Knob  Mountain,  near  Petersburg,  West 
Virginia.  This  has  been  the  site  of  the 
trip  since  it's  beginning  in  1985. 

Students  had  the  choice  of 
traversing,  rock  climbing,  repelling,  or 
caving.  There  were  two  groups  who 
went  rock  climbing  instead  of  a 
traversing  group  since  there  was  not 
enough  interest.  Sophomore  Becky 
Marquette  stated,  "Rock  climbing  was 
exhilarating  and  the  retreat  was 
renewing."  Previous  experience  was  not 
necessary  because  staff  members  gave 
everyone  on-site  training.  Steve 
Montgomery,  director  of  Titan  Traverse, 
was  the  on-site  leader. 

On  Friday  night,  the  members  of 
each  activity  group  gathered  for 
orientation  and  to  discuss  their  fears  for 
the  next  day's  adventure.  Sleeping 
arrangements  were  made  according  to 


one's  activity  group  and  all  slept  on  the 
ground  under  a  plastic  tarp.  Most  of 
Saturday  was  spent  being  adventurous. 
The  four  activity  groups  came  together 
on  this  night  and  reflected  upon  what 
had  just  taken  place.  Many  students 
felt  this  retreat  was  a  wonderful 
opportunity  to  confront  one's  anxieties 
and  get  out  of  comfort  zones.  On 
Sunday  morning,  a  worship  service,  led 
by  each  of  the  groups  at  some  point, 
took  place. 

Freshman  Michelle  Loyash 
concluded,  "I  now  know  that  I  can  be 
Spiderman's  woman."  On  a  more  serious 
note,  she  went  on  to  say  that  she 
enjoyed  the  Fall  Retreat  because  it  gave 
her  a  chance  to  expand  her  limits  and 
get  away  from  everyday  life. 

The  purpose  of  the  entire  retreat 
according  Rev.  Wayne  Nickerson,  Dean 
of  Chapel,  is  "to  flesh  out  the  concept 
of  faith  and  trust."  The  retreat  also 
focused  on  working  together  as  a 
community. 

Ideally,  the  Chapel  Staff  would 
love  to  offer  another  retreat  opportunity 
in  the  spring  as  well,  but  has  not  due  to 
the  tough  scheduling  process.

For  some  at  Westminster,  the 
study  abroad  program  provides 
an  extraordinary  opportunity  to 
experience  firsthand  the  culture  of  a 
foreign  country.  Students  may  study 
abroad  in  a  group,  such  as  the  students 
who  traveled  to  the  Galapagos  Islands 
during  Christmas  break  as  part  of  their 
biology  class,  or  they  may  choose  to 
travel  alone.  Students  bring  back 
wonderful  cultural  observations  and 
memories  and  see  their  textbook  lessons 
come  to  life. 

Jaclyn  Haubach  was  one  student 
who  spent  her  fall  semester  abroad.  She 
ventured  to  the  country  of  Ecuador, 
where  she  had  the  opportunity  to  work 
with  children  in  an  orphanage.  She 
experienced  firsthand  the  male- 
dominated  culture  and  saw  the  integral 
role  of  the  family  from  interactions  with 
her  host  family.  Overall  though,  the  most 
important  lesson  she  learned  during  her 
stay  was  that,  "Studying  abroad  helps 
you  realize  who  you  are  and  it  increases 
your  independence." 

Other  students  who  studied 
abroad  this  fall  include  Nicole  Webster 
in  Montreal,  Canada;  Liz  White  in 
Argentina;  Mary  Bennett  at  the 


Sorbonne  in  Paris;  Renee  Koricich  and 
Gabriel  Verga  in  Salamanca,  Spain;  Sarah 
Stankorb  in  Ireland;  and  Lisa  Underwood 
in  Paris  during  the  spring. 

Professors  also  get  the  chance  to 
study  abroad.  German  professor  Anja 
Henneberger  arrived  at  Westminster  in 
August  and  will  teach  here  for  the  rest 
of  the  school  year.  Her  American 
teaching  experience  has  been  a  positive 
one,  filled  with  valuable  lessons  learned 
about  being  a  German  teacher,  especially 
the  differences  in  instruction  between 
American  and  German  students.  "I  really 
appreciate  being  here  and  I've  had  nice 
students  and  nice  colleagues."  she 
stated. 

Andre  O'Connell  is  also  spending 
this  year  studying  abroad,  at 
Westminster.  The  Dundalk.  Ireland 
native  has  visited  twenty-two  states  this 
year  and  has  adjusted  to  life  in  America. 
This  year  has  been  the  most  exciting  of 
his  life.  Andre  attended  a  much  larger 
university  in  Ireland,  and  has  come  to 
appreciate  the  small  and  intimate 
environment  here  at  Westminster.  He 
especially  appreciated  our  open  arms, 
stating,  "I  will  never  forget  the  kindness 
shown  to  me."

Study  abroad 


Making 
History 


Sixty-four  years  ago,  a  tradition 
was  started  at  Westminster 
College  that  will  carry  on  into 
the  new  millennium.  Thomas  V.  Mansell, 
a  graduate  of  Westminster,  suggested 
the  idea  of  Mock  Convention  in  1935  to 
his  students.  Mansell  had  obtained  the 
idea  of  a  mock  convention  from  his 
roommate  at  Harvard  Law  School,  who 
had  participated  in  the  activity  at  Oberlin 
College. 

When  Mansell  suggested  the  idea 
to  his  students,  little  did  he  know  that 
the  Mock  Convention  would  become 
such  a  huge  ongoing  success.  Students 
were  eager  to  participate  in  this  kind  of 
event  and  began  preparation  for  what 
became  Westminster's  first  Mock 
Political  Convention  in  1936. 

At  the  time,  Westminster  was  the 
third  school  in  the  country  to  undertake 
such  an  event.  Since  then,  approximately 
90%  of  Westminster  students  have 
participated  in  the  convention  which  has 
occurred  every  four  years,  with  the 
exception  of  1944  due  to  the  war. 

The  convention  lasts  for  two 
days,  with  an  opening  address  from  the 
college  president,  roll  call,  a  concluding 
speech  by  a  keynote  speaker,  the 


debates,  and  the  voting.  The  keynote 
speaker  varies  with  each  convention.  Dr. 
James  Rhoads,  advisor  for  the  Mock 
Convention  explained  that  the  college 
always  tries  to  select  someone  of  high 
political  stature  as  the  keynote  speaker. 

There  are  many  ways  for  students 
to  get  involved  in  this  huge  campus 
event.  They  can  be  campaign  managers, 
who  represent  the  four  candidates  from 
the  actual  election,  state  chairs,  state 
delegates,  or  members  of  the  committee 
responsible  for  organizing  the  event. 
Faculty  are  also  invited  to  participate. 

Even  though  the  Mock 
Convention  represents  an  actual 
occurrence  in  the  political  arena, 
students  manage  to  learn  from  this 
experience  while  having  fun  at  the  same 
time.  They  dress  in  costumes  reflective 
of  their  state  and  devise  fancy  catch- 
phrases  to  display  their  support  for  one 
of  the  four  candidates.  The  campaign 
managers  spout  off  about  real  issues 
that  appeal  to  the  students.  The 
dedication  of  students  and  faculty  is 
what  has  made  Mock  Convention 
possible  in  the  past  and  it  will  continue 
to  do  so  in  the  new  millennium.

With  the  exception  of  faculty 
advisor  Dr.  James  Rhoads,  the 
convention  is  completely  student  run. 
A  class  of  dedicated  students  is 
responsible  for  the  planning  of  this 
tradition. 

The  convention  kicked  off  with  a 
welcoming  address  from  President 
Williamson  in  Buzz  Ridl  gymnasium, 
which  was  followed  by  state  roll  call. 
The  colorful  parade  of  states  began  the 
second  session  of  the  convention. 
Robert  D.  Novak,  a  passionate  CNN 
political  commentator  delivered  the 
traditional  key  note  address.  He  spoke 
with  sincere  concerns  and  opinions  of 
today's  political  issues. 

Following  Novak's  address,  a 
debate  on  the  platform  ensued.  Each 
plank  was  passed  but  not  without  heated 


discussion.  After  twenty  minutes  of 
chaos  due  to  a  delegate's  motion  to 
suspend  the  rules,  the  convention  was 
called  to  recess  for  the  night. 

After  more  debate  and  speeches 
from  the  campaign  managers,  the 
festivities  came  to  a  close  on  Friday, 
February  11,  with  a  victory  for  John 
McCain.  George  W.  Bush  was  a  close 
second.  So  close,  in  fact,  that  the  roll 
call  vote  had  to  be  taken  twice. 

The  nominations  for  the  vice- 
presidential  role  ranged  from  Elvis 
Presley  to  college  president  R.  Thomas 
Williamson.  In  the  end  Clint  Eastwood, 
former  Carmel,  CA  mayor  was  voted  in. 

All  in  all,  the  convention  was  again 
a  great  success.  The  strong  support  from 
students  involved  (more  than  one-third 
of  the  student  body  participated  in  the 
event)  not  only  made  for  a  memorable 
time,  but  turned  the  event  into  an 
educational  one.  Students  got  to 
experience  the  world  of  politics,  how  it 
works  and  doesn't  work.  Being  directly 
involved  in  something  like  the  Mock 
Convention  allows  students  to 
experience  what  they  are  learning  about 
in  the  classroom,  a  priceless  lesson.

The  third  annual  Relay  for  Life 
took  place  on  Saturday,  April 
15.  2000.  Sponsored  by  Alpha 
Sigma  Phi  Fraternity,  with  backing  from 
UPMC  Horizon,  the  relay  took  place  in 
memory  of  religion  professor.  Dr.  Peter 
W.  Macky,  to  raise  money  for  the 
American  Cancer  Society.  Students, 
staff,  and  community  members  were 
encouraged  to  participate  in  this  event. 

"We  really  want  to  stress  that  it's 
all  about  community,"  stated  sophomore 
Dan  DiDesiderio,  relay  coordinator.

Anne  Smith,  took  place  to  commemorate 
the  lives  of  local  cancer  survivors,  with 
an  honorary  lap  and  ceremony.  At  dusk, 
a  remarkable  display  of  luminaries  which 
lined  the  track  were  lit  in  memory  and  in 
honor  of  survivors  or  those  who  died 
from  cancer.  Luminaries  in  the  far 
bleachers  spelling  out  a  message  of 
"hope"  completed  this  impressive 
display.  These  were  sold  for  $5  through 
a  Phi  Mu  sister  or  relay  walker.

Hoyt  Science  Center,  which  now 
houses  the  departments  of  Biology, 
Chemistry,  Computer  Science,  Mathematics, 
Psychology,  and  Physics  along  with  the 
Science  Library,  two  computer  labs,  and  lab 
classrooms,  was  dedicated  in  April  of  1974. 
Hoyt  is  also  home  to  Information  Systems, 
the  campus  switchboard,  and  the  computer 
help  desk. 

The  building  was  named  after  Alex 
Crawford  Hoyt,  Trustee  Emeritus  and  generous  benefactor  to 
the  college.  Costing  about  $2.7  million  to  build,  Hoyt  is  one  of 
the  few  buildings  on  campus  that  is  not  named  after  a  former 
president. 

The  cost  was  included  in  the  campaign  to  improve  the 
campus  before  the  college's  125th  anniversary  in  1977,  called 
the  125  Fund.  Robert  E.  Lauterbach,  President  of  Wheeling 
Pittsburgh  Steel  Corporation,  1939  WC  graduate,  and  vice- 
president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  was  the  general  chairman 
of  the  project  to  construct  Hoyt.  Westminster's  lOth  President, 
Earland  I.  Carlson,  a  Chicago  native,  also  played  an  integral 
part  in  the  fundraising  for  Hoyt  Science  Center  and  the  other 
projects  included  in  the  125  Fund.  Funds  were  also  allocated 
for  a  natorium  and  expansion  of  the  physical  education 
building.  The  total  1 25  Fund  goal  was  $5,500,000.

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In  1938,  a  new  building  was  being  constructed 
here  at  Westminster.  Today,  the  library  serves  WC 
students  well  as  a  place  of  study,  research,  and  even 
relaxation. 

This  grand  structure  on  campus  was  envisioned 
in  1934,  when  the  Board  of  Trustees 
set  up  a  committee  whose  purpose 
was  to  research  the  possibility  of 
adding  a  new  library  to 
Westminster's  campus.  They  hired 
an  architect  and  all  year  long, 
money  was  donated  into  the 
"Library  Fund." 

The  College  soon  decided  to 
proceed  with  construction.  The 
spring  of  1938  saw  the  completion 
of  McGill  Library,  costing  almost 
$  1 55,000.  It  was  named  in  honor  of 
1902  graduate  Ralph  Gibson  McGill, 
whose  father  was  a  part  of  the 
founding  commission.  McGill  died 
in  1926  as  a  missionary  in  Egypt 
while  trying  to  rescue  some 
drowning  children.

Recent  renovations  to  the  Field  House  provided 
Westminster  athletics  a  brand  new,  modern  look.  The 
Thomas  V.  Mansell  Education  Wing  of  the  Memorial 
Field  House  was  dedicated  in  October  of  1999.  It  now 
provides  the  building  with  new  office  space  and  a  larger, 
more  inviting  lobby.  It  was  named 
after  Thomas  V.  Mansell  who  began 
teaching  at  WC  as  a  professor  in 
1933.  Memorial  was  added  to  the 
name  to  honor  those  graduates 
fallen  in  war.  Recent  renovations 
include  the  addition  of  a  fitness 
center,  larger  locker  room  facilities, 
and  mechanical  improvements  to 
the  pool.  An  education  wing 
including  smart  classrooms  has 
also  been  implemented.  The 
original  Field  House  was  dedicated 
in  1 976  with  Olympic  Gold  medalist 
Micki  King  as  guest  speaker.  The 
project  to  build  the  Field  House  was 
aptly  named  the  125  Fund  because 
it  was  Westminster's  125th 
anniversary.

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A  legendary  figure  in  the  history  of  Westminster  athletics.  Dr.  Joseph  B.  Fusco  has 
:aithfully  served  WC  as  a  coach  and  a  professor  since  1968.  Fusco  has  played  many  roles 
luring  his  22  years  on  campus,  and  anyone  who  has  been  under  his  instruction  is  saddened 
3y  his  decision  to  retire  this  year. 

A  former  lineman  and  graduate  of  Westminster,  Fusco  went  on  to  earn  his  Ph.D.  at  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh. 

Most  widely  known  for  his  term  as  Head  Football  Coach  for  the  Titans.  Fusco  has  also 
3een  the  head  coach  for  the  golf  and  swim  teams.  In  1985.  he  was  selected  to  be  Athletic 
Director  and  continued  in  this  role  until  1999.  A  Hall  of  Famer,  through  and  through,  Fusco 
las  been  inducted  into  the  Lawrence  County,  Western  Pennsylvania,  and  NAIA  Sports 
Halls  of  Fame  for  his  leadership  on  and  off  the  field. 

From  1972-1990.  the  men  in  blue  and  white  achieved  an  outstanding  record  of  154-34- 
3  and  four  NAIA  Division  II  National  Championships  under  Fusco's  leadership.  His  football 
:oaching  career  started  at  neighboring  Wilmington  and  Grove  City  high  schools,  following 
which  he  joined  up  with  Harold  Burry's  coaching  staff  as  an  offensive  line  coach  in  1968. 

He  most  recently  served  as  Head  Golf  Coach,  beginning  in  1 99 1 ,  where  he  led  the  team 
to  four  NAIA  Northeast  Regional  titles.  Under  his  direction,  the  WC  Golf  Team  has  also 
qualified  four  times  for  the  national  NAIA  tournament  in  Oklahoma.  -Andrea  Bean

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Perhaps  the  best  known  building  at 
Westminster.  Old  Main,  didn't  have  much 
luck  originally.  Three  buildings  have  been 
in  the  place  where  Old  Main  now  proudly 
stands. 

Under  Rev.   James  Patterson. 
Westminster's  first  president,  the  college 
occupied  its  first  permanent  building  in  the 
fall  of  1 855  on  the  current  sight  of  Old  Main. 
It  remained  the  College's  sole  building,  until 
the  fateful  day  of  February  27, 1861,  when  it  was  destroyed  by 
fire.  The  students  met  after  the  fire  and  vowed  to  remain  loyal 
to  Westminster,  for  the  spirit  of  the  institution  did  not  lie  within 
the  rubble.  There  was  talk  of  relocating  the  college  to  Mercer. 
New  Castle.  Beaver,  or  Poland.  OH.  Xenia  University  even 
proposed  merging  the  two  schools  under  the  new  name  of 
Westminster  University  if  the  new  building  was  constructed 
in  Xenia.  OH.   It  was  the  community's  efforts  that  kept 
Westminster  in  New  Wilmington  for  good.  Citizens  of  the 
borough  raised  $8,000  of  the  necessary  $9,000  to  reconstruct 
the  building  ravaged  by  fire  on  the  same  site. 

Soon  construction  began  and  students  operated  out  of 
a  temporary  building  which  is  now  the  site  of  New  Wilmington 
Presbyterian  Church.  In  the  fall  of  1862.  they  occupied  the 
new  building  which  eventually  became  known  as  Old  Main.

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(Continued  from  p.  110)  The  new  building 
served  both  academic  and  athletic 
purposes,  housing  classrooms  and  a 
gymnasium. 

Old  Main  was  remodeled  in  1 884  and 
again  ten  years  later  with  addition  of  a 
central  heating  system  to  replace  the  stoves 
which  were  being  used.  1907  saw  the 
addition  of  more  classrooms  and  library 
space.  At  this  time  tuition  was  also 
increased  to  $60  per  year! ! 

This  unlucky  structure  once  again  was  consumed  by 
flames  in  January  of  1927.  Students  attempted  to  help  the  fire 
fighters  who  came  from  all  over  the  county,  but  it  was  hopeless 
and  they  had  to  be  restrained  from  entering  the  library  to  save 
its  precious  contents.  Life  went  on  at  Westminster,  and  exams 
were  only  slightly  delayed,  utilizing  even  the  gymnasium  and 
the  New  Wilmington  Presbyterian  Church  for  classroom  space. 

Soon,  plans  were  approved  by  the  board  to  construct 
Old  Main  Memorial  in  March  of  1927  at  a  cost  of  $280,000. 
Plans  to  build  Browne  Hall,  originally  home  to  100  men,  were 
also  passed  at  this  time. 

Completed  in  1929,  Old  Main  Memorial  stands  as  a 
proud  testament  to  the  everlasting  vitality  of  Westminster 
College  and  the  dream  of  its  founding  members.

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Patterson,  home  to  the  departments 
of  History,  Philosophy,  Rehgion.  Classics, 
Sociology,  Political  Science,  Modern 
Languages,  Art,  and  Music  was  named  after 
Westminster's  first  president.  Rev.  James 
Patterson,  who  served  at  WC  from  1854-66. 

Rev.  Patterson,  a  pastor  in  Ohio,  was 
inaugurated  as  the  first  President  of 
Westminster  College  on  September  6, 1 854. 
Enrollment  in  the  trimester  system  at  the 
time  ranged  from  100-200  students,  with 
tuition  totaling  $8.33  per  trimester. 

Adjoining  Patterson  Hall  is  Orr  Auditorium,  named  after 
the  college's  ninth  president.  Dr.  Will  W.  Orr,  known  for  his 
fundraising  efforts.  Under  his  administration  the  Gateway 
faculty  housing  complex,  Eichenhauer  Hall,  and  Britain  Lake 
were  all  completed.  Currently,  Orr  Auditorium  is  used  for 
larger  theater  performances  and  Celebrity  Series  entertainers, 
such  as  Bill  Cosby  and  Regis  Philben. 

Beeghly  Theater  is  usually  the  site  of  smaller  student 
theater  productions.  Named  after  Leon  A.  Beeghly,  a 
Youngstown  industrialist  and  benefactor  to  the  college, 
Beeghly  Theater  cost  the  college  $95,000  to  construct. 

Patterson  Hall  also  features  a  computer  lab  and  contains 
the  campus  radio  station,  WWNW-  89  FM,  along  with  the 
music  library.

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Dr.  W.  T.  Nichols,  professor  of  Political  Science,  is  retiring 
after  28  years  here  at  WC.  All  but  five  of  those  years  were  spent 
as  chair  of  the  department.  Nichols  has  taken  students  to  five 
countries:  Russia.  China,  Egypt,  Kenya,  and  Cuba.  He  misses 
being  able  to  plan  such  trips  during  January  term.  One  of  Nichols'  fondest  memories 
was  when  he  took  a  "burly  football  player"  to  the  ballet  in  Russia,  and  to  Nichols' 
surprise,  the  student  absolutely  loved  it.  Nichols  couldn't  say  enough  about  the 
"quality  students"  and  faculty  here.  In  fact,  he  said  his  regret  was  not  having  the 
opportunity  to  be  a  student  and  experience  all  the  good  professors  here  at  WC. 

This  year,  Nichols  spoke  in  the  "Last  Lecture  Series"  and  finally  got  to  present 
the  lecture  he  had  been  working  on  for  over  a  year.  In  working  on  that  lecture,  which 
described  virtues  in  various  countries  and  their  importance,  he  was  inspired  to  write 
a  book  during  his  retirement.  Nichols  plans  to  explore  the  varying  virtues  of  many 
historical  figures,  such  as  Ghandi,  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.,  Jesus  Christ,  Buddha, 
Confucius,  as  well  as  Hitler,  and  other  non-western  leaders. 

Following  graduation,  Nichols  moved  to  Gainesville,  Georgia  to  be  near  his 
sisters,  where  he  hopes  to  join  a  horticultural  society  and  become  involved  in  his 
community  and  church.  Nichols  has  no  immediate  teaching  plans  of  yet,  but  would 
like  to  be  employed  part-time  at  a  college  nearby.  Nichols  stated,  "You  grow  out,  but 
not  up,  and  are  always  adding  to  your  education."

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The  end  of  the  1998-1999  school  year  left 
many  students  wondering  what  was  being  erected 
across  the  street  from  Old  Main.  In  May  of  1999. 
the  Remick  House  was  dedicated.  Named  after 
former  president.  Dr.  Oscar  E.  Remick,  who  served 
the  college  from  1987-1997,  the  Remick  House 
now  serves  as  the  new  home  of  Admissions  and 
Financial  Aid. 

The  building's  conference 
room  was  named  after  Dr.  J. 
Bardarah  McCandless,  to 
commemorate  her  life  as  a  well- 
loved  professor  of  Religion  here  at 
Westminster. 

In  order  for  construction  to 
begin.  North  Hall,  former  home  of 
Development  and  Celebrity  Series, 
was  demolished  and  a  parking  lot 
took  its  place.  Construction  began 
on  the  other  parking  lot  next  to  the 
North  Hall  lot  in  August  of  1 998. 

Designed  to  resemble  area 
homes,  the  Remick  Admissions 
House  serves  as  a  welcoming  place 
for  new  or  prospective  students.

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Thompson  Clark  Freeman,  now 
Thompson  Clark  Hall  popularly  seen  as  the 
building  undergoing  major  renovations,  was 
named  after  three  important  figures  in 
Westminster's  history. 

In  1893  Professor  S.  R.  Thompson 
gave  funds  to  build  a  home  for  the  Physics 
and  Botany  departments.  Mary  Thompson 
Science  Hall,  in  memory  of  his  daughter  who 
died  in  1 886,  was  opened  for  class  in  January 
of  1894. 

The  following  year,  Westminster  received  funds  from 
General  W.  A.  Clark,  a  New  Wilmington  resident,  to  add  a 
chemistry  wing  to  the  science  hall. 

It  wasn't  until  1952  that  the  Board  approved  adding 
Freeman  Science  Hall,  which  would  be  attached  to  the  existing 
science  building.  The  third  namesake  is  Professor  Charles  C. 
Freeman,  who  played  a  major  role  in  the  development  of 
science  during  his  45  years  at  WC. 

Renovations  are  cun^ently  underway,  in  order  to  support 
Westminster's  "Center  for  Excellence  in  Teaching  and 
Learning."  It  will  soon  house  the  departments  of  Art, 
Communication  Studies,  English,  Modem  Languages,  Theater, 
as  well  as  the  Career  Center  and  a  computer  graphics  facility. 
These  changes  are  hoped  to  be  completed  by  January  2001.

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After  35  years  of  teaching.  Dr.  Walter  E.  Scheid  is  bidding 
farewell  to  Westminster  College  and  the  Communication  Studies 
department.  He  is  retiring  because  he  wants  to  leave  with  good 
years  left,  just  like  Michael  Jordan  of  the  Chicago  Bulls.  Students 
will  still  have  the  opportunity  to  see  him  around  campus  because  he  may  be  teaching 
part-time.  "As  Arnold  said  in  The  Terminator.  'I'll  be  back'."  he  claimed.  However,  in 
his  new  free  time.  Dr.  Scheid  plans  to  work  on  a  one-man  show. 

There  have  been  many  embarrassing  moments  throughout  his  career,  from  his 
tly  being  down  in  class  to  dropping  all  of  his  notes  at  a  commencement  speech. 
However  seeing  satisfaction  on  the  faces  of  his  students  will  remain  the  most  memorable 
times  of  all.  Dr.  Scheid  has  gained  "a  genuine  gift  of  friendship"  from  his  students. 
His  ability  to  let  them  know  that  he  has  been  in  their  shoes  accelerates  this  growth. 

During  his  first  year  of  teaching  at  Westminster,  Dr.  Scheid  witnessed  the  most 
memorable  speech,  but  it  wasn't  until  his  last  semester  here  that  the  topic  of  dwarf 
tossing  was  addressed  in  his  classroom.  Some  of  his  pupils  who  have  gone  on  to  gain 
success  in  the  television  world  include  Andy  Briggs,  a  KDKA  anchor,  and  Eric  Burns 
who  worked  for  NBC  and  Entertainment  Tonight. 

Dr.  Scheid  offers  this  advice  to  his  replacement,  "Love  the  place."  He  wants  him 
or  her  to  realize  that  Westminster  is  more  than  just  a  place  to  work.  "Be  committed"  is 
Dr.  Scheid's  one  instruction  to  future  teachers.  He  has  seen  how  others  in  the  past 
became  teachers  with  the  idea  that  they  would  find  something  better  to  do  in  a  few 
years  rather  than  being  totally  committed  for  life.

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Thompson 
House 


Thompson  House,  a  little  known  Alumni 
Building  located  across  Market  Street  from 
Ferguson  Hall,  was  named  after  Professor  S.  R. 
Thompson,  who  also  helped  fund  the 
construction  of  TCF.  The  College  originally  used 
it  in  1920  as  a  female  dormitory.  It  fulfilled  this 
same  purpose  in  the  early  1980s. 

Thompson  began  his  Westminster  teaching 
career  in  1855  as  a  temporary  professor  and 
became  a  full  professor  of  Physics 
in  1884,  under  the  Ferguson 
administration  and  was  a  key  player 
in  the  expansion  of  the  natural 
sciences  curriculum. 

Jon  Gibson  McGill,  namesake 
of  Westminster's  library  beautifully 
depicted  the  Thompson  House  in 
one  of  his  many  paintings  of 
Westminster  and  New  Wilmington 
life. 

Currently,  Thompson  House 
is  the  home  of  Alumni  and  Church 
Relations,  both  divisions  of 
Institutional  Advancement.

Better  known  as  the  TUB,  Walton- 
Mayne  is  slated  for  major  renovations  in 
the  near  future.  Plans  to  turn  the  building 
into  a  large  campus  center  are  set  for  2003. 

Due  to  a  generous  $3  million  donation 
from  Westminster  alumni  and  former 
trustee.  Andrew  McKelvey,  the  fundraising 
process  began.  His  gift  was  pledged  on 
the  condition  that  it  would  be  matched 
before  June  30,  2000,  putting  a  large  dent  in 
the  total  construction  costs  of  $12  million.  This  was  indeed 
met  and  fundraising  is  expected  to  be  completed  in  June  of 
2001. 

The  new  campus  center  will  adjoin  the  TUB  and  Freeman 
Hall.  This  new  structure  will  include  a  home  for  student 
publications,  a  new  bookstore,  recreational  rooms,  more 
centralized  student  services,  as  well  as  a  Food  Court.  The 
Center  for  Excellence  in  Teaching  and  Learning  will  also  be 
included  in  the  new  building,  aimed  at  improving  outreach  to 
the  K-12  students  in  the  area. 

Walton-Mayne  was  originally  dedicated  on  May  31, 
1956  in  honor  of  W.  D.  Walton,  a  Westminster  graduate,  and 
his  sister.  Jesse  B.  Mayne.  Following  Mr.  Walton's  death. 
Mrs.  Mayne  used  her  inheritance  to  fund  the  building.  It's 
predecessor,  the  Titan  Union  Building  opened  for  student 
use  in  March  of  1 948.

One  of  the  most  active  club  sports  on  campus,  the 
Westminster  College  Equestrian  Team,  also  known  as  WCET, 
had  a  fun,  competitive  year  which  led  to  a  successful  finish.
